The indecisive actions and slow prog- 


ress of Generals Hart and Brabant are 
relatively unimportant when compared 
with the progress of General French. 


It is new evident Lord1 Roberts wish- 


es not only to defeat the Boers but 
to pen them, in at Paardeberg. For 
this end 40,000 British, trotops are con- 
centrating in the southeastern portion 
of the Orange Free State and operat- 
ing according to 
carefully 
devised 


plans ta which delay may be as much 
due to strategy as to necessity. 


The success ol this important move- 


ment almost entirely depends on Gen- 
eral French, If he can sweep from the 
north with the rapidity and execution 
he displayed at Klmbeney and Paar-

It amounts to a recognition 
of the rig-fat of our missionaries to build 
their schools in Turkey and ensures them 
against what they regarded as a gradual 
tout absolute explusion from the do- 
mains of the sultan.

mission of the port?.

AFGHANISTAN VENDETTAS. 


How Deadly Blood Feuds Are Waged In 


the Khybor Pa**. 


During the time I have been in In- 


dia, writes a soldier correspondent, the 
moat interesting period was when I was 
stationed on duty for three months some 
years back in Landikotal, on the Af- 
ghanistan side of the far famed Khyber 
pass. Here I was able to forcibly real- 
ize the moaning of "vendetta," as tha 
characteristic blood feuds of the Afridis 
are quaint and interesting. 


The pass itself is a neutral zone be- 


tween India and Afghanistan, but we ex- 
ercise our dominion over the road that 
winds its way for 21 miles through the 
narrow valley. Here, as elsewhere in 
Afghanistan, blood fends are a recog- 
nized institution among the tribes and 
last through generations, the dishonor 
resting with that family who last suf- 
fered from some defeat or treacherous 
murder. 


When an encounter occurs between 


two tribes occupying settlements on op- 
posite sides of the road mentioned, one 
or other must cross it before commenc- 
ing firing, as firing across the road is 
prohibited, but on either side they can 
exercise their friendly feelings toward 
each other without hindrance. 


But still quainter is it when the 


feuds are between close neighbors. Each 
family, with near relations, occupies a 
number of mud huts, inclosed in a 
square surrounded by a thick, high wall 
of mud, stone and wood. At one corner 
of these squares is built a watch tower 
30 feet high, where the family marks- 
man takes his position and playfully 
picks off any unfortunate who shows 
himself in the nest square. Constitu- 
tionals are therefore confined on both 
sides and limited to nightly prowls.-— 
Strand Magazine.

iidjourn without electing a 
senator. 


Thf members of the .<?gislature were 
not half way home when Governor 
Stf'tio appointed Quay, claiming the 
constitutional right to this proceeding. 
It was cm this point that Quay found 
many supporters in the senate, notably 
the 
Massachusetts 
delegation. His 


defeat was due to his reputation and 
to the opinion of many senators that 
the governor of a state has on author- 
ity to appoint when the legislature 
falls to elect. Whether this opinion 
Is the better constitutional interpreta- 
tion or not It certainly has brought 
Justice to Quay, for Quay prevented 
his state's legislature electing a sen- 


ator. He was not strong enough to 
secure his own election, but was just 
strong enough to prevent the election 
of somebody else. 


"THE 
PUKE MAN'S BALLOT" 


"The Coming Democracy" by Or- 


lando J. Smith, just published by the 
Brandur company, New York, seta 
forth an ingenious ballot un^ier the 
name of the "Free man's ballot." 
Whether there is virtue in the ballot 
so named and in the mode of election 
invented for its exercise it cannot be 
said that novelty Is lacking-. 


The idea underlying this* system and 


this ballot is the idea of better propor- 
tional representation, the overthrow of 
party domination and the abolition of 
the convention as the method of nomi- 
nating men for office. 
The aim Is- to 


give the voter the initiative with the 
slightest possible retrictions and to 
insure representation for even a very 
small minority. Party is not omitted, 
but is subordinated. 


The free man's ballot 
may stand 


for a party or cause. The word "cause" 
covers any local issue that may arise 
on which men might care to write, 
disregarding- party interest. The bal- 
lot as the voter receives it has no 
name upon it but the name of the 
party or cause. The voter is to cast his 
ballot by writing the name of his 
choice for the office to be filled, and if 
he fails to so write a name and simply 
deposits the ballot, it is to count as one 
vote for the party or cause. Names 
of men who would accent office as 
representing- a party or cause- are un- 
derstood to have beeni suggested so 
that the voter is presumed to have a 
knowledge of men from among whom 
he may make choice. The riractlcal 
working1 of the ballot, in the hypothe- 
tical case of electing 15 trustees in the 
city of New York is set forth as fol- 
lows: 


Let us assume that there are 600,000 


voters in the city of New York. As 
there are 15 trustees to be elected, "a 
party or cause will elect one trustee 
if it have the support of "40,000 voters— 
one-fifteenth of the whole number- 
two trustees if it have 80,000 voters, 
and so on. The election officers, u^on 
the closing of the polls, will count first 
tha heads of the ballots, to determine 
how many votes have been, cast for 
each party or cause. Let us assume 
that this count results, in the whole 
city, as follows:

Since 40,000 votes are required as the 


full quota f> elect one trustee, it now 
appears that Tammany hall democrats 
have elected five tmsteos, with 39,000 
•i otes in excess; the independent demo- 
crats have elected one trustee, with 
3000 votes in excess; the republicans 
have elected three trustees, with 27,000 
votes in excess; the good government 
party has elected one trustee, with 
34,000 votes in excess; the anti-Ramapo 
party has elected no trustee, but it 
has a surplus vote of 35,000; the scat- 
tering- have wasted 9000 votes. 


Eleven trustees have now been chos- 


en on full ciuotas. Four more must he 
distributed where they ixghtly belong. 
It is evident that thess should iro in 
equity to the four parties having the 
largest surnlus vote—one to the Tam- 
many hall democrats, with 39,000 votes 
in excess, one to the 
anti-Ramaro 


party, with 35,000 surplus votes, one to 
the good government party, with 
34,000 votes in excess, and one to the 
Republicans, with 27,000 votes in ex- 
cess. The board of trustees will now 
stand as follows: Tammanv hall, 6; 
independent democratic, 1; republican, 
4; good government, 2; police reform, 
1; anti-Ramapo, 1; total, 15. 


Each party, or cause, is now repre- 


sented in the board of trustees in 
nearly the exact proportion of its vot- 
insr strength. 


This vote havnir determined that six 


men x>n the Tammany hall ticket have 
been elected, the completion of the 
count of the Tammany hall ballots will 
determine the six names thereon that 
have received the highest votes, and 
these will therefore be chosen trustees, 
as will the one man having the highest 
vote on the independent democratic 
ticket, the four men having the hieh- 
est votes on the republican ticket, and 
so on. 


If any candidate chosen should fail 


to qualify as trustee, or should resicn 
die or become disqualified during his 
term of office, he should be succeeded 
by the candidate on the same ticket 
who received the highest vote siven 
on that ticket to a candidate who was 
unchosen. 


This ballot looks quite ideal, but we 


doubt its accomplishing half of what 
is claimed for it. The suggesting- of 
names of candidates would very auick- 
ly develop to take the place of the 
convention, and the voter would not 
be inclined to vote for a man just bo- 
cause of his position on one issue and 
overlook his record and position on 
other issues, large or small. It might 
work fairly well under the system of; 
government advocated by Mr. Smith, 
a system which only requires 15 trus- 
tees to conduct the business of a city— 
as a board of directors conducts the 
business of a private corpration. These 
trustees are the only elective officers 
and with them rests the sr/lc. anoint- 
ing THJwer and on them rests the full 
responsibility.

made by Senator Vest in a long time 
was In connection with the discussion 
of appropriations for Indian schools, 
In which the senator extolled the work 
of the Jesuits on behalf of Indian ed- 
ucation. Branching off from this sub- 
ject, he turned to the negro question 
and paid a high tribute to Booker T. 
Washington, the founder of the man- 
ual training school system of educa- 
tion among the southern negroes, says 
the Kansas City Journal. He said in 
part: 


"I take off my hat metaphorically 


whenever I think of thjs -negro in Ala- 
bama, Booker Washington. 
He has 


solved that problem for his race, and 
he is the only man who has ever done 
It Fred Douglass was a great poli- 
tician, but he never discovered what 
was necessary for the negro race in 
this country. 


"I have just returned from the south 


after a sojourn of five weeks upon the 
gulf of Mexico. The negro problem 
is the most terrible that ever con- 
fronted a civilized race upon the face 
of the earth. You cannot exterminate 
them; you cannot extradite them; you 
must make them citizens as they are 
and as they will continue to be. Yon 
must assimilate them. Exportation is 
a dream of the philanthropist, demon- 
strated to be such by the experiment 
in Liberia, Mr. Lincoln tried it and 
took his contingent fund immediately 
after the war, shipped negroes to a 
colony in the West Indies, and those 
who were left from the fever after two 
years came back to the United States, 
and every dollar expended was thrown 
away. 


"Washington, this negro in Alabama, 


has struck the keynote. It will take 
years to carry it out, and he has the 
prejudices of his own race and the 
prejudices 
of the ignorant whites 


against him, but he deserves the com- 
mendation of all the people, not only of 
the United States, but those of the 
civilized world."

New Miners' Lamps In Germany. 
Under date of Feb. 2G Consul Hughes 


writes from Coburg, Germany, to the 
state department at Washington as fol- 
lows:

arrangement for miners' lamps.

Speed to Be Tw«ntr-n>e Mile* an 
Hour. 
The United States consul ai Barmen 


has forwarded to the state department 
In Washington a brief description of 
the suspension railway for the convey- 
ance of passengers which is being built 
at Barmen. It Is the first of the kind 
in the world and consists of a double 
railed line 8.3 miles in. length, with IS 
stations. It Is modelea after the single 
overhead railway system of the Lan- 
gen patent. The consul says: 


"The road commences at Barmen- 


Ritterhausen and follows the river 
Kupper through the thickly populated 
cities of Barmen and Elberfeld. 
Be- 


j yond Elberfeld the line extends toward 


i the west as far as Vobwlnkel, leaving 
| the river at Sonnborn and running over 


j the public highway to Vo-hwlnkel. The 
| marginal gradient is 4.5 per cent. All 
1 gradients amj curves are so arranged 


I as to avoid a decrease of epeed in the 
| main lines. The Iron framework over 


the river Is supported by buttress piera 
of Ironwork inclined toward each oth- 
er, but in the public highways the 
structure is supported by vertical Iron 
columns which require no more space 
than lantern posts. 


j 
"The cara are suspended on two ro- 


, tary bogies, 26.2 feet In length. Each 


truck, or bogy, has two axles, between 
which an electromotor of 36 horse- 
power at 500 volts is arranged. The 
frame surrounds the rail carrier in 
such a manner that the wheels cannot 
rise from the rails, and the cars cannot 
slip off in case a fitting breaks or there 
is some other mishap. The current Is 


1 fed by a contaot~slioe from a rail. 


"The speed will be regulated in the 


same manner as in electric street ears. 
The traveling speed is supposed to be 
25 miles per hour. It takes only from 
10" to 15 seconds to start; so that, In 
spite of the IS stations of the road, an 
average speed of 18% miles per hour 
will be maintained. Each car holds 50 
passengers and is divided into first and 
second class and smoking compart- 
ments. The number of cars in the 
make up of a train is not limited, but 
at first each train will consist of one or 
two cars only, althoujf 
the station 


platforms are so arranged that a four 
car train can receive and unload pas- 
sengers. The speed of the trains is not 
dependent on the number of cars, as 
each car has its own motor. 


"The employment of an automatic 


block system, by whicn the car itself 
regulates the signals, allows the trains 
to start in either direction at intervals 
of two minutes. Braking is effected in 
four different ways: (1) By a Westing- 
house pneumatic brake, operated by 
thfe motonnan; (2) by a hand brake 
working on the fittings of the West- 
ingbouse brake, operated by motorman 
and guard; (3) by, an electrical brake; 
(4) by an electrical return current 
brake, serving as a distress brake. 


"The rails are of the Haarmann sys- 


tem, 
installed on iron plate slippers 


with a layer of felt to the rail support- 
ers. These are made in T section and 
have a curved bottom with a slight 
play, which allows the cars to swing 
easily without running off the rails. 
The stations are built on the same plan 
as those of the American elevated 
roads, with separate entrances for each 
platform. 


"The spans of the piers are very 


wide owing to the difficulty of finding 
solid foundation on the river banks and 
to avoid interrupting traffic on the pub- 
lic road. Although the span averages 
98.4 
feet, the total weight of the dou- 


ble railed line over the river, including 
the piers, is only about S3S pounds to 
The foot; over the highway, 733 pounds. 
This makes the cost of construction 
from $200,000 to §225,000 per mile, in- 
cluding the foundations and stations. 
Counting the rolling stock (it is Intend- 
ed to start a train of one or two cars at 
Intervals of three minutes), the cost 
would be about $265,000 per mile. The 
underground railways of London in- 
volved an expense of about $1,500,000 
per mile. 


"The car station at the terminus in 


Vohwinkel has eight sets of tracks, 
which are connected by return switch- 
es in order to facilitate tho arrange- 
ment of the cars. The railway is about 
half finished, and part of it is expected 
to be in operation in a year."

DlfflcnlUei the Health Board Has to 


Co»tend With—Champion* of the 
Rodent*—-Major Ddie'v Pi« Story. 
The Clty'i Orercrowded Houiea. 


,- Efforts are being made to free Ma- 
nila from rats because, as is well 
known, they ai^e agents In spreading 
the bubonic pkgue, says the New York 
Sun's correspondent, writing under 
date of Feb. 20. But the rats have their 
champions. John Chinaman has come 
to their rescue and so have many Fil- 
ipinos of the poorer classes. The fact 
is that the rat Is quite a general article 
of diet in Manila. The rat poison which 
the health board feas furnished to the 
Filipino Inspectors" to issue to the peo- 
ple whose houses swarm with the pests 
has been found flowing in fhe canals, 
and the bread-which was furnished for 
the purpose of presenting the poison in 
an acceptable form to the rodents has 
found its way into the stomachs of the 
inhabitants, probably along with savo- 
ry morsels of rat fried in cocoanut oil. 


"And these are not all our troubles," 


remarked Major Edie of the Manila 
health board. "Some of these rascals 
insist on keeping their pig in their par- 
lor or the room that comes nearest to 
being a parlor." And then Major Edie 
went on to tell a pig story. 


A member of the provost guard en- 


tered the courtyard of a crowded build- 
ing in the walled city and found a 
grimy pig wandering about and in and 
out of -the domiciles that opened on the 
court. "Where is the owner?" he de- 
manded. The women in the court went 
on silently combing each other's hair, 
and the men scratched their legs with 
their great toes. Some one ventured 
the reply, "I do not know." 


Now, 
it Is against the law for pigs to 


be kept within the limits of the city, 
either in the best room of the house or 
in a pigsty. As the owner could not be 
found the soldier arrested the pig. The 
pig was duly lodged in one of the sta- 
tion house rooms which had a window 
with bars on it. He was booked: "A 
pig. 
Charge, menacing the public 


health." The arrest had the desired 
effect, for the owner showed up to get 
back bis property. He promised to re- 
move the animal from the city and 
was allowed to go in peace. The next 
day he bundled the pig into a cart and 
drove with much ostentation through 
the Parian gate apparently bound for 
the slaughter house or a pigpen on the 
outskirts of the city. 


As later events proved, he did not do 


either, but instead enjoyed a pleasant 
ride with his pig about the streets near 
the Luneta and then came back Into 
the walled city through the southern 
gate. A soldier saw him smuggle the 
pig back into his house. He reported 
the matter, and a party soon arrived to 
conduct a search. The pig proprietor 
turned a faded khaki color when he 
saw the visitors, but with all the suav- 
ity of a foxy Tagalog he invited the ! 
soldiers to rummage where they would,

A 
burial permit was duly issued, and 
the next day another typhoid fever 
case was reported from 
the same 


bouse. A few days afterward still an- 
other report announced a case of ty- 
phoid fever at this house. This waa 
Jan. 2. Major Guy L. Edie, chief of 
the board of health, went In person to 
examine the house. 
He found the 


place to be one of the regulation houses 
ef the walled city with damp stone 
walls and Iron barred windows. Thir- 
ty-six persons lived In the building. 


Manila at the present time is said to 


have a larger population than ever be- 
fore In Its history owing to the influx 
from the provinces of people In search 
of peace. In one house in the walled 
city the Inspectors found 112 persons. 
In the daytime they live mostly in the 
open air, but at night, when sleeping 
mats are spread on the floors, they all 
lie down together or by families and 
keep as much of the chilly night air 
from entering the rooms as possible. 


Records in the office of the board of 


health show that more than 200,000 
vaccinations have been made within 
the last «Ji months.

irorn Orange River. He says: 


"For the man who in the heat and 


excitement of battle leads his troops 
into action, for the officer half mad 
with the lust of blood who takes his 
company up to the steaming muzzles 
of the enemy's guns, for the blood 
stained victor generally there is the 
triumph, with no attendant slave to 
remind the laurol crowned Cseaar of 
his mortality. 
Heroism of ,thls kind 


must always appeal to the heart of the 
nation, and even war office critics have 
before now been forced to remain si- 
lent at a palpable blunder because It 
took the form of something particular- 
ly brilliant—a gallant charge, a 'mas- 
terly' retreat or a ridiculously theat- 
rical maneuver which the man in the 
street saw fit, with some unanimity, to 
applaud. 


"There are many little acts of hero- 


ism—if any acts of heroism can be lit- 
tle—records of which never trouble the 
assistant editor or agitate the linotype. 
There are acts, however, which have 
not the almost essential luridity of col- 
orirf^ required for your military anec- 
dote and being such pass out of knowl- 
edge. Because there was nothing dash- 
ing or thrilling about the acts of Jo- 
seph Hinton, private of the Royal Army 
Medical corps I almost hesitate to go 
into print about it. 


"For over four months Private Hin- 


ton had been nurse in sbarge of the 
enteric fever and other dangerous 
cases' at Orange river in one of the 
field hospitals there. 
The duty of a 


nurse in charge of one of the marquees 
which do duty for wards are many and 
arduous. 


"The keen eyed orderly, bare armed 


and alert, picks his way over the pros- 
trate forms lying on the hay covered 
floor of the shaking marquee. A word 
of encouragement here, a word of re- 
proof there and an eye ever open for 
the 'dust devils' that sweep across the 
blustering plain and will 'throw back' 
and even kill the patient who is at the 
critical stage of enteric. 
When the 


'devil' comes, the fly of the tent must 
be quickly lowered and pegged down, 
and the dust and sand and debris 
which have whirled In in spite of all 
precautions must be removed. Doing 
his duty in such a hospital, Hinton for 
four months simply devoted himself to 
the patients. 


"Long after the time came which re- 


leased him from duty he would sit 
among his suffering comrades, fanning 
them, attending on them and doing all 
that lay in his humble power—for Hin- 
ton made no pretensions to aristocratic 
origin—to alleviate the sufferings of 
those who were fortunate enough to 
come Into professional contact with 
him. 
After four months' hard work 


nature stepped in and extracted her 
revenge for liberties taken, and Pri- 
vate Hinton died of the disease he had 
been fighting. I feel almost Inclined 
to offer an apology for inserting this 
record, for, as I say, here was a 'Tom- 
my' who was uot dashing, who was 
not brilliant—only faithful unto death."

000 yards from the Boers, Seeing there 
was no chance of the enemy coming 
his way, took It upon himself to ride 
out with a thin squadron to within 300 
yards of the retreating Boers. There 
he dismounted his men nnd began fir- 
ing rapidly Into the enemy, emptying 
BO saddles.

But hardly hud he written to his 
daughter about his luck when there 
came from South Carolina the news 
that h«r beautiful boy, who had been 
the Idol o* the ambitious statesman, 
•was dead. 


"But there was In reserve for Burr a 


sttll heavier blow. Toward the closa 
of the year 1812 Theodosla Allston 
made preparations to visit her father 
In New York. 'Passage was engaged 
on the schooner the Patriot for Theo- 
dosia, her physician and her maid, and 
the lovely woman was radiant with,the 
expectation of meeting her father with- 
in the nest five or six days. The Ea- 
triot sailed from Charleston out into 
the ocean in Christmas week, and not 
a vestige of her was ever ajwftn seen, 
and ft is surmised — but nothing is 
kijown as to her fate— that she foun- 
dffl-ed off the coast of Hatteras. 


"Day after day and long after all 


hope had been abandoned there might 
be seen on the Battery at New York 
the lonely and unhappy father, peering 
far down the bay as if he were scan- 
ning the sea for a sail. Of his agony 
Aaron Burr gave the world but little 
view. He, had schooled himself in the 
habit of never exhibiting his emotions, 
but in one of his letters he declared 
that he felt as if he had been severed 
from the human race."

"Very few grown up people know 


what fright really means, except per- 
haps in dreams," said the quietest mnn 
in the group that had been spinning 
yarns in the hotel corridor.

I never had kul one experi- 


ence of that kind in my life, and the 
circumstances of the case were very 
commonplace. I'll tell you about It In 
as few words as possible. 


"In 1889 I was holding a job as proof-

John De Forge w-as held for the grand 


jury in police court this morning on 
the charge of mayhem, and 
placed 


under bonds of $500, in default of which 
he went to jail to await the July ses- 
sion of the jury." He is charged with 
biting Frank Burgaw of 117 Eagle 
street on the face, inflicting a wound so 
severe that it will disfigure Burgaw's 
face for life. 


The affair happened late last night 


at the house whese Burgaw lives. The 
latter boards with Mrs. Louisa Garno, 
who is a sister-in-law of De Forge. De- 
Forge mokes no denial of the fact that 
he bit Burgaw, but claimed in defense 
this morning that the latter attacked 
him first. 


According to Burgaw's story, as told 


on the stand, Mrs. DeForge went to the 
house of her sister last night, after 
having had trouble with her husband. 
The latter appeared some time after, 
and Burgaw was asked by Mrs. Garno 
to order De Forge away. This he did, 
and claimed that although he did not 
touch De Forge, the latter seized him, 
and being a larger man, threw him, and 
then bit him. A chunk of flesh was 
bitten out of his chin, the little finger 
on his right hand was bitten, and there 
was a bite on his leg. Burgaw appear- 
ed in court with his face so closely 
wound with cloths that he could not 
speak distinctly. 


Dr. Riley, who dressed the wounds, 


testified that the' face would always 
bear a scar. 


After the affair happened, Burguw 


went directly to the doctor's office, 
where his wound were dressed. He then 
went to the police station to enter a 
complaint. De Forge had just left the 
station, having gone there direct from 
the biting affair to bail out his son, 
who had been arrested a short time be- 
fore for alleged 1-arcany. The two had 
left the station but a few moments, 
and when Burgaw stated his case, Cap- 
tain Parrow at once followed and ar- 
rested De Forge. 


On the stand this morning De Forge 


testified that Burgaw kicked him first, 
•and that he was so angry that he did 
not remember what happened in the 
resulting mix-up. He admitted that he 
might have bitten Burgaw. Mrs. De- 
Forge testified as did her husband, and 
also said that she had had no trouble 
with him that, evening. 


Judge Phelps, in rendering his de- 


cision, said there was no doubt of the 
biting, -and that the question of who 
was responsible was one for the higher 
court to determine, the case being be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the local court. 


I'ounjj Lawyer's Flr*t Appearance 
The trial of De Forge, reported above, 


was of especial Interest to local law- 
yers, as being the occasion of the first 
appearance in a c-ase of William F. 
Harrington, who recently passed his 
exaemtnations for the bar. Mr. Bar- 
rington, will be admitted to the bar the 
middle of next month before the su- 
preme court, and this was the first 
time that he had had charge of a case. 
He appeared for the commonwealth in 
the case, and made a moat favorable 
Impression. 
He had the case well in 


hand, and gave promise of much abil- 
ity in court work. He was compli- 
mented by the members of the bar who 
heard him on his first appearance. Mr. 
Barrington has been studying law for 
some time in the office of Ashe & Ar- 
nold.

Aerrloulturn! Department Intends to 


XEctabliih cm experimental Station 
There and Introduce • Little Sol* 
cnco lu Tilliuc the Soil—Condition* 
ot Poor Cluaseti to Be Improved. 
I asked Secretary Wilson of the agri- 


cultural department the other morn- 
Ing what he was going to contribute to 
the welfare of Porto Rico, writes the 
\Vashiugton correspondent of the Chi- 
cago Record. 


"I'm golag to send a wise man down 


there," he said, "to establls'h an ex- 
periment station and find out how this 
department can best promote the In- 
terests of that island. We have not 
been Idle, however, all this time, and 
we've got a pretty good grip on the 
situation. We know a good deal about 
the place and the people already, what 
they've got and what they want, but 
our observations thus far have been 
only superficial, merely 
preliminary 


and educational. Now we are going 
Into a thorough scientific investigation 
of the soil, the climate and the agricul- 
tural conditions generally. 


"You 
know," continued the secreta- 


ry, "that Porto Rico is one of the rich- 
est spots on God's footstool and has 
been a source of profit to Spain ever 
since it was first discovered. 
It has 


been one of the few Spanish colonies 
that paid more than It cost, but all 
these centuries the people have left 
nearly everything to nature and have 
cultivated the ground in a careless, In- 
different sort of way without regard 
to scientific principles or the econom- 
ics of agriculture. 
The application 


of modern, progressive ideas will make 
Porto Rico even more profitable than 
it has ever been, and we are going to 
try to teach not only the planters but 
the laboring element to apply those 
principles to their toil. 


"We shall first study the Island from 


the producers' standpoint, take up the 
principal industries and teach them 
how they can get more and better re- 
sults for their labor than they now re- 
ceive. Take the tobacco crop, for ex- 
ample. 
While the available area for 


tobacco culture in Porto Rico is limit- 
ed compared with that of Cuba, the 
soil Is just as good, and with the ap- 
plication of scientific principles the 
crop can be much improved. 
For ex- 


ample, under the primitive processes It 
takes ten months to ferment tobacco, 
but we can show them how to do it 
Just as well in 30 days, with better re- 
sults to the leaf. 


"We are already closely in touch with 


the sugar industry. Mr. C. F. Saylor 
of this department has been on every 
plantation and in every factory in Por- 
to Rico. Most of them are owned by 
Englishmen, Germans and Spaniards, 
but we propose to encourage the poor 
people to plant sugar and will show 
them how to get the best results. 


"Coffee is the great staple of Porto 


Rico, but science has never done any- 
thing to improve coffee. It has never 
been cultivated as it should' be. Na- 
ture has been allowed to take Its 
course. The coffee tree is subject to all 
sorts of diseases. We will study them 
and find ths best preventives and cor- 
rectives. We will find the tree that 
produces the best berries and the tree 
that produces the most and will cross- 
breed those trees. 


"Another very important industry in 


Porto Rico Is almost entirely neglect- 
ed. They have very few horses there. 
I have been told that you cannot hire 
a horse in the city of San Juan and 
that all the hauling Is done by oxen 
and donkeys that are fed on sugar 
cane. The absence of horses is due to 
the lack of grass and bay, and these 
we intend to supply. 
We can find 


some grass, I have no doubt, that will 
grow in that climate and that will en- 
able us to introduce the dairy cow. 


,"We.are going to study, too, the best 


means of improving the conditions of 
the poor classes, who under Spanish 
rule have been in a state of semiservl- 
tnde. There are already a lot of schools 
in operation to teach them reading, 
writing and arithmetic, but we will try 
to give them an education in the art 
of liviug and the science of labor- 
that is, how to be useful. Porto Rico 
is essentially an agricultural country 
and there are many industries that 
have never been 
introduced there 


which might be made profitable."

Heavy fines made a somewhat tragic 


ending to the long oleomargarine trials 
that occupied the entire day in the 
police court yesterday. The end was 
not reached until after 5 o'clock, when 
Judge Phelps rendered his decision in 
the many cases. Nine flr.es of $100 each 
•\\ere imposed on six dealers for the of- 
fense of having oleomargarine in their 
possession with intent to sell the same. 


The fines were distributed as follows: 


Ellis C. Posson, 
?300; Joseph Glaza, 


$200; Meffle Gagnon, $100; Edward M. 
Selby, $100; Albert R. Smith $100; 
Joseph Landry $100. 


All of these dealers entered imme- 


mediate appeals to. the superior court, 
to which the cases will be taken for 
final settlement. Each man was put 
under bonds just twice the amount of 
the fine against him, and all were able 
to secure this amount. 


Of the others who were tried, three 


-,\ ere found guilty and their cases filed 
V'.-ay. 
These were Kelley George, 


Joseph A. Bolus aud Alias Nickals. 
Lawyer Niles, who appeared for these 
thiee, admitted that they had handled 
oleomagarine, but made a plea for 
them on the ground that they did not 
know that it was imitation, supposing 
that they themselves had bought good 
butter to peddle. 


Three men, C. M. Bradford of the 


Hammond company, John. Murphy and 
Charles Lamb, were discharged, the 
evidence against them ntft being suffi- 
cient to h.old tiem on the charge 
brought. The line of evidence argu- 
ment brought by Lawyer Couch ror the 
defense was reported yesterday. 


This is the largest round-up of oleo- 


margarine cases that has be-en made of 
late years in this vicinity, and there 
was 
much 
interest in the results 


through the 
city 
and surrounding 


country, the farmers who sell butter 
paying especial attention to the oleo- 
margarine business as itis claimed to be 
conducted throughout thi» region. 


In connection with these cases, a 


statement recently made by one who is 
in a position to know is of interest. 
This is that North Adams is the carter 
for one of the largest oleomargarine 
consuming districts in New England. 
If this is true, it is probably without 
the "consent of the governed," as there 
are comparatively few people who buy 
oleomargarine knowingly. It is much 
easier to buy it without knowing it, ac- 
cording to the stories told. 


It is said on apparently good author- 


ity that there are in this vicinity at 
least two good sized storage refriger- 
ators for the oleomargarine which is 
sent to the region via the "underground 
railroad" which is commonly supposed 
to be the means of distribution. The 
Giro is brought here, taken to these re- 
i"r,,oatois, and from them taken in 
c"i ''e" quantities and distributed to 
th > trr, ~i as desired. 


What trade is catered to in this way 


is not known, but it is said that in 
more than one case, it has been sold 
from house to house by persons repre- 
senting themselves to be fresh from 
the farm with butter fresher than 
themselves. 


The claim was iroC° that one of these 


storage refrigerators in which oleo may 
be kept for distribution, is located 
north of the city at some distance, 
\\hile the other is located in the city 
itself, but that both are successfully 
concealed from the too inquisitive eye. 


Since the subject has become one for 


frequent discussion in the city, there 
have been made debates as to the 
value of oleo as a substitute for butter, 
many claiming that it cannot be told 
from the original, while others indig- 
nantly deny this, and claim that they 
can tell oleomargarine as far as they 
can taste it. 


Probably no eatable is more subject 


to the effect of imagination than butter, 
in 'which line of food products "there 
is nothing, good or bad, but thinking 
makes it so." Consequently it is to be 
presumed that oleomargarine, when 
eaten under the firm conviction that it 
is absolutely certainly good dairy but- 
ter, is not to be recognized as an un- 
worthy imitation by those who eat it.
